WHEREAS an emergency has arises which makes it necessary to provide for the 
requisition ing of vesses for the service af His Majesty ; 

Now , THEREFORE, We are pleased to make and promulgate the following 
Proclamation - 
1. (1) This Proclamation may be called theRequisitioning of Vessels Proclamation , 

1115 .

service of His Majesty at the time and place to be specifed in the 

requisition .

(3) Any auch officer may, at the time of making therequisition , or subsequently, 
Exempt therefrom any tackle, appliances, coal, stores or other movable property an, or 
appertaining to, the veiselrequisitioned.
